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THIS WAY: an arrest

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VIOLENT young criminals are 
having to rethink their lifestyles - 
behind bars - thanks to a string of 
impressive successes by the police’s 
Violent Organised Crime Unit 
(VOCU). 

The unit is backed by a £1 million yearly 
grant from Greenwich Council, the first 
local authority in the country to sponsor 
its own dedicated police team to combat 
organised youth crime. 

VOCU focuses on murders, serious 
attacks, drug dealing and use of firearms 
and knives. 

Unit leader Det-Ins Gary Holmes told 
GT: “We are taking a pro-active role in 
combating this form of criminality. 

“The latest results confirm this, and the 
public can be re-assured that by locking 
away these criminals we are protecting 
all sections of the community. We are 
also deterring would-be offenders, who 
will think twice when they see these 
criminals being put away. 

“We really want to reassure the 
residents of Greenwich that we are 
actively dealing with this type of crime. 

Since the unit was set up less than two 
years ago, its efforts have resulted in:

I have already 
installed low 
energy lights 
throughout my 
house but I’m sure 
we could use less 
electricity by 
making sure that 
all the gadgets in 
the house are 
switched off 
rather than left on 
standby. It’s 
surprising how 
much some of 
those things use 
when they are 
doing nothing! I've 


just popped down 
to the library to 
borrow one of 
those gadgets that 
show how much 
energy you are 
using -and it is 
quite shocking 
sometimes. 

But it is helpful to 
see how I can save 
money and carbon 
by doing simple 
things. I’ve 
stopped boiling too 
much water in the 
kettle because you 
can see how much 
energy a kettle is 
wasting by heating 
up three mugs of 
water I’m not 
going to use. 

I’ve also turned 
down the heating a 
bit and everyone in 
the house has 
agreed to make 
sure they wear 
clothing that’s 
suitable for this 
time of year. You 
have to be careful 
with this one if 
you have people 
who might suffer 
health problems 
from being too 
cold. Talking of 
which, I’ve got 
someone coming 
round next week to 
check the loft 
insulation to see 
whether that 
needs topping up. I 
last had it done 
about 15 years ago 
so I’m guessing it 
isn’t up to modern 
standards. I’ve 
talked to 

neighbours about 
all this and setting 
up a 10:10 group so 
we can share ideas 
to save carbon and 
cash!

PLANNING has been 
approved for the 
temporary structures 
needed at The O 2 Arena to 
host the Artistic

Basketball 
Wheelchair Basketball 
events for the London 2012

board on February 17, 
approves the erection of 
temporary structures to 
manage vehicle and 
pedestrian access and 
temporary perimeter fencing. 

The fencing is required to 
enclose and secure the venue 
and surrounding area and will 
comprise existing fencing, 
new temporary fencing and 
building frontages.

Peninsula is a key 
regeneration area and the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games will increase its profile 
and provide the local economy 
and community with further 
opportunities.

exciting developments on the 
Peninsula, including the 
development of London’s 
newest business district, the 
opening of Ravensbourne 
College, a further phase of 
The O 2 and more than 10,000 
new homes. 

“Hosting these prestigious 
sporting events demonstrates 
the success of Greenwich 
Council and its key partners 
and stakeholders in 
transforming this area and 
developing one of the most 
successful entertainment 


venues in the world today.” 

Temporary buildings will 
also be required for venue 
accreditation, a help office, 
workforce check-in and 
generator compounds. 

The Arena, which will be 
known as North Greenwich 
Arena during the Games, will 
be in use until September 30, 
2012, after which all 
structures and works will be 
removed by December 31, and 
the site will be restored to its 
former use and condition. 

Extensive public 


consultation has taken place 
on the use of this site as a 
London 2012 venue.

Barracks will be ready for bigshots 



THE Royal Artillery 
Barracks, Woolwich, has 
been confirmed as the 
venue for the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
shooting events and 
Paralympic archery. 

The seal was set when the 
planning application for the 
temporary use of land was 
approved at Greenwich 
Council’s planning board. 
The barracks will host the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
shooting events and the 
Paralympic archery. 
Planning approval was 
conditional on full 
restoration of the site once 
the Games are over with 
significant improvements, 


including the planting of 
new trees, landscaping, new 
footpaths and cycle lanes. 
Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “This decision 
means we can now 
concentrate on working 


together with the Olympic 
Delivery Authority and key 
stakeholders to make sure 
we deliver a spectacular 
event in 2012. We will 
ensure that all possible 
measures will be taken to 


minimise any disruption to 
residents during both the 
preparation works and 
Games-time. The Games 
are anticipated to bring 
significant regenerative 
benefits to this part of 
Greenwich and we can now 
work together to deliver 
these for the people of 
Woolwich.” 

Events will take place at 
the Barracks from July 28 
to 5 August 5, 2012, for the 
Olympic Games and August 
31 to 5 September 5, for the 
Paralympics Games. All 
structures will be removed 
and works to the site will 
be completed by the end of 
December, 2012.

Students’ 
cyber bid 
to beat 
the bullies

THE good young people of 
Eltham Green secondary 
school are one for all and all 
for one against the cyber 
bullies. 

Twenty-six of them have 
become fully-fledged 

“Cybermentors” to help and 
give advice to other children 
and young people being 
bullied. 

It’s reckoned that 70 per cent 
of young people in the UK have 
experienced some sort of 
bullying. “Cyberbullies” use 
social networking sites and 
texts to intimidate others. 

The Eltham Green students 
got involved through 
‘Beatbullying’, the charity that 
has set up the Cybermentors 
project, which offers online 
support to young people who 
can register on the site and get 
help immediately from other 


young people. 

The students spent two full 
days training with 
Beatbullying development 
officers exploring bullying, 
taking part in role plays and 
practicing their new skills on 
the site. 

Jake Oliver told GT: “This 
has helped us to understand 
what Cyberbullying is, 
different forms of it and what 
to do about it.” Amy Plaice 
said: “The training has been 
brilliant. It’s not been boring at 
all, there’s been loads of games 


and exercises that help us 
learn.” 

The Cybermentors are 
bursting with ideas about how 
to promote the Cybermentors 
website to other young people. 
Some pupils have been so 
inspired they are considering 
bullying prevention as part of 
a future career. 

Chloe Arnold said: “The two 
days’ training have changed 
my outlook on life. Now before 
I say things, even if they are a 
joke, I will think twice. I am 
now looking to do an 


apprenticeship with 

Beatbullying because I want to 
continue to help young people 
who have been bullied.” 

Eltham Green headteacher 
Joan Pickering told GT: “At 
Eltham Green we have a zero 
tolerance policy towards 
bullying. I’m delighted that our 
students have embraced this 
project and are volunteering 
their time to support other 
young people across the UK.”

“I’m talking about carrying 
out the goal-posts,” Horace 
explains, still shouting. “We 
pay for the ref, though - half- 
a-crown. We’ll have a whip 
round at the end.” 

Herbert cuts in: “Doubt if 
we’ll have the strength to 
move our arms and legs by 
then - let alone find our 
pockets,” ge grunts, unkindly. 
I am the youngest member of 
this scratch team and I am 
sitting alongside Owen. We 
are tugging at our socks and 
stuffing down old copies of 
‘Sports Budget’ for shin- 
guards. 

Owen is our goalie and he 
still smarts from the fifteen 
he let through against 
Siemens Sports third team in 
the mud of their Charlton 
Park Lane ground the other 
week. 

“Cheer up, mate,” I say to 
commiserate. “Could have 
been worse considering it was 
twelve to nothing at half 
time. Besides, they’re a 
proper team with proper togs 


and a private pitch to 
practice on.” 

I reflected on our capers: 
Those kick-about training 
sessions on late summer 
evenings at Woolwich 
Common. A mound of coats 
down to mark the goal-posts 
and the old nine-panel ball we 
bought cheaply through some 
sort of Oxo wrapper 
collection. The mad chase to 
save the ball from being in 
collision with a tram rattling 
and swaying down Academy 
Hill. This usually from an

Shootershillian, you might 
say. The dressing room now 
echoes with people standing 
up and testing their boot 
studs and bars by banging 
their feet up and down.

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State of the ancient arts 

Chinese artists run creative workshops for pupils 


KEEN youngsters had a 
chance to create traditional 
arts and crafts with the help 
of expert artists flown in from 
China. 

Pupils from five Greenwich 
schools enjoyed an exhibition 
and demonstrations of 
ancient Chinese arts before 
having a go themselves. 

The pupils had been invited 
to a Folk Art exhibition 
featuring the work of artists 
from the Chongwen district 
in Beijing. The area is home 
to many places of historical 
interest and is at the heart of 
traditional handicrafts kept 
alive by modern-day artists. 

The group included four 
government officials and ten 
artists who manned displays 
at Woolwich Town Hall where 
visitors could see examples of 
beautiful figurines in silk, 
dough and clay, kites, scissor 
sculptures and wooden birds.

Support for carers who want to work 


RECENT changes to 
benefit rules mean that 
extra support is 
available to carers who 
want to move into paid 
employment. 

The help is available 
from Jobcentre Plus 
and in some cases 
there is funding for 
respite care while 
carers go into training. 
From April this year 
the earnings limit on 
Carer’s Allowance will 
increase to £100 - it 
means that carers with 
part-time earnings 


may still be able to get 
Carer’s Allowance if 
their earnings (after 
some deductions) are 
below this level. Carers 
with higher earnings 
may still be able to 
claim other benefits, 
depending on their 
circumstances. 

The main benefit for 
carers is Carer’s 
Allowance but there is 
a range of other 
benefits and payments 
that may be claimed. 
Greenwich’s Welfare 
Rights Service is 


urging local carers to 
make sure they are not 
missing out on 
benefits. 

Cllr Angela 
Cornforth, the 
council’s cabinet 
member for health, 
adults and older 
people, said: “I meet 
many carers who are 
doing fantastic work in 
caring for their loved 
ones, but there are 
many who are 
struggling to do this 
on low incomes or 
without having 


claimed benefits. I 
would encourage any 
carer who has not had 
recent benefits advice 
to contact our Welfare 
Rights Service to check 
if they might be 
missing out.”

Our Olympic sweetheart 


WITH all eyes on Vancouver 
for the Winter Olympics - the 
focus here in Greenwich 
Connecticut is on the Dorothy 
Hamill ice skating rink for the 
figure skating competition. It 
is partly organized by the 
Town of Greenwich’s Parks 
and Recreation department 
with the Windy Hill Skating 
Club which was founded in 
1978 at the rink for the purpose 
of encouraging, developing 
and supporting all aspects of 
amateur figure skating. The 
Greenwich competition has a 
selection of skating events, 
which includes basic skills, 
free skate and test track levels. 
Dorothy Hamill lived in 
Greenwich as a young child 
and won a gold medal for 
figure skating at the 1976 
Winter Olympic Games in 
Austria at the age of 19. 
Dorothy became America’s 
sweetheart in the 1970s and 
her wedge haircut became a 
fashion statement. Dorothy 
has been married and divorced 
twice and has a daughter - her 
first husband was Dean Paul 
Martin, son of the movie star 
Dean Martin, who after their 
divorce was killed when his jet 



crashed. 

Dorothy is still passionate 
about the figure skating world 
and has many fingers in many 
skating pies. She has skated in 
many ice skating 
performances such as 
Broadway on Ice, Nutcracker 
on Ice and the famous Ice 
Capades show, which she once 
owned with her second 
husband. She was inducted 
into the Olympic Hall of Fame 
and the Figure Skating Hall of 
Fame - and was very proud to 
co-run the torch into the 
Olympic Stadium at Salt Lake 
City Winter Olympics in 2002. 


She also skated at the closing 
ceremonies with vocalist 
Harry Connick Junior (who 
resides in Greenwich’s 
neighbouring town of New 
Canaan). 

In addition to her many 
charitable pursuits, last 
November Dorothy 
implemented an I-Skate 
programme at the Kennedy 
Krieger Institute in Baltimore, 
to encourage children with 
physical disabilities to enjoy 
ice skating. The programme 
runs from late autumn 
through to early spring, for 
ages five to 18, and at the end 


the children showcase their 
work for friends and family. 
The institute runs a variety of 
sports programmes for 
children with physical 
disabilities, including 
swimming, wheelchair 
basketball, sitting volleyball, 
soccer and golf. 

With the success of last year’s 
Skating Fantasy Camp for 
adults, Dorothy will be 
repeating the camp this year. 
The camp is for over 21s of all 
skating abilities and takes 
place on the pretty island of 
Nantucket. Dorothy gives five 
days of exclusive personal 
training and instruction 
alongside world class coaches 
and celebrity skaters who 
demonstrate skating 
techniques. 

Figure skater Rachael Flatt is 
part of the 2010 American 
Winter Olympic Team. 
Dorothy has been a mentor to 
her and they both trained for 
the Olympics in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado. So while 
you were watching the Winter 
Olympics, I hope you spotted 
Rachael, who is strangely 
somewhat connected to 
Greenwich!

Working closely with VOCU 
is Greenwich Council’s 
Community Safety Team. Its 
work includes liaising with 
central government in order 
to tackle violent crime, plus 
dealing with issues such as 
anti-social behaviour and 
domestic violence. 

The team also liaises closely 
with estate and town centre 
wardens, and collates details 
of crimes. Team members also 
co-ordinate public meetings 
with the police and take part 
in a monthly forum to discuss 
concerns such as drug dealing 
on estates, begging on the 
street, and sales of pirate 
DVDs. 


“We have a big problem with 
people not reporting crime,” 
said senior community safety 
officer Adam Browne. “Some 
people don’t want to get 
involved. But every bit of 
information adds value, and 
we use it. 

“Residents may feel there 
are lots of drugs on a 
particular estate, but if we 
are not told about it when it’s 
happening, the police can’t 
do anything. 

“There is a non-emergency 
number on 0300 123 1212 for 
reporting tip-offs or 
information after something 
has happened, and I would 
encourage people to make 
use of it.” 

Det-Ins Holmes added: “If 
any members of the public 
have any concerns, or see 
something that could be of 
interest to us that’s not an 
emergency, then please call 
us on 020-7240 1212 and ask 
for Greenwich Police 
Station. 

“We will treat all 
information sensitively.

• VOCU officers spent four months 
patrolling estates in Greenwich to 
gather intelligence to target youth 
violence. More than 1 60 young people 
were stopped and searched, five 
cannabis warnings issued and 13 people 
were arrested for offences including 
GBH, robbery and possession of drugs. 
These patrols were focused around the 
Connaught, Barnfield and Woolwich 
Common Estates in an attempt to 
disrupt the drugs supply. Weapon 
sweeps were also conducted and a large 
number of knives and weapons were 
recovered from areas such as lift shafts 
and electricity cupboards. A blank firing 
pistol and several shotgun cartridges 
were also found. 


• The unit got a search warrantforan 
address in Eltham and found a bag 
containing a sawn-off shotgun, a Tazer, 
live ammunition, cable tiesand duck tape. 
This was described as a “happy bag” as it 
contained allot the items needed to 
commit a serious offence such as 
armed robbery. The suspect 
stood ontrialforthis 
offence and was convicted 
and sentenced to seven 
years in prison for 
possession of a loaded 
firearm. Greenwich 
Council was also able to 
recover the tenancy of 
the property after the 
conviction.

VOCU has also formed strong 
partnerships with other council teams, 
schools and commuinity groups across 
the borough. 

• Officers from the Violent Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU) unit have developed 
strong links with the council’s Corporate 
Anti Fraud Team (CAFT), working 
together to investigate benefit frauds 
and reclaiming council properties. The 
VOCU team also has close links within 
Greenwich Council Housing Services 
and Community Safety Teams, which 
allows a free flow of information 
sharing. 

• STEIP- the Support Through Early 
Intervention Panel - is a council-run 
intervention programme targeted at 
groups of youths involved in anti-social 
behaviourand low-level criminality. The 
VOCU team refers youngsters like this to 
the STEIP so that they are offered 
opportunities to divert them away from 
trouble.

links to share information around 
violent young offenders and individuals 
that are believed involved in crime. 

• The Anti-social Behaviour Team is run 
in partnership between Greenwich 
Council and Greenwich Police to target 
anti-social behaviouracrossthe 
borough. The aim isto preventand deter 
disruptive behaviour by implementing 
restrictions on criminal behaviour such 
as Anti-Social Behaviour Orders or 
Acceptable Behaviour Agreements. 

• Liaison has been set between the 
schools, schools officers and the VOCU 
team to ensure that information sharing 
is implemented. This has enabled a flow 
of information from the schools, 
throughtothe policeand backagain in 
an effort to prevent incidents of violence 
and so that vulnerable individuals can 
be identified and deterred from 
criminality. VOCU officers have visited a 
number of schools in the borough to talk 
to teachers about concerns that they 
have. Several referrals have been made 
to STEIP in conjunction with schools 
officers, teachers and parents.

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Prolific producer/singer/writer De’Jon has tasted success on the 
internet. Now he’s hungry to further his career in the business 


h wm THE beauty of the 
internet as a 

J platform for music 

W is its ready 
accessibility for 
upcoming artists. 
While the days of huge 
advances and million-pound 
record contracts may be a 
thing of the past, there are 
more musicians than ever 
working with a DIY ethic to 
produce their own albums, 
singles and music vids. 

It’s a double-edged sword for 
Mottingham musician De’Jon 
Piere. Because a precocious 
talent like his - in times past - 
would have been snapped up 
by a record label in no time, 
affording him the money - and 
the time - to develop as an 
artist. 

The flip side is that in music’s 
current, ever-changing visage, 
it’s easier than ever to get 
yourself out there, with no 
time spent waiting on third 
parties to finish all the time- 
consuming technicalities that 
go with a big budget record. 

Of course, all this does mean 
that the web is flooded with 
gazillions of low budget 
releases that never get heard 
by anyone and have production 
values slimmer than EMI’s 
hopes of holding on to Abbey 
Road. 

But the positive side is that an 
aspiring artist like De’Jon can 
get himself on iTunes and sell 
thousands of records off his 
own back. . . And not have to 
give most of the proceeds to fat- 
cat label bosses. 

While an ever swelling sea of 
artists are setting their albums 
afloat on iTunes, few can boast 
sales in excess of 5,000 copies - 
which is exactly what the ex- 
Crown Woods pupil has done 
with a catalogue of four 
albums to his name, all in the 
course of just three years. 

The 26-year-old had been 
writing and producing his own 
music for seven years before 
his debut release, Honest, in 
2007. 

For an independent release, 
the record was a huge success 
and sold over 3,000 copies 
through the online Apple 
store, a success that happened 
almost by accident. 

“I started out just making 
music for my own amusement

and putting it on MySpace,” 
the musician told Scene. 
“People were really into my 
tunes - 1 just sort of built a fan 
base without really trying.” 
De’ Jon’s second album, 
Individualism, was a bolder 
offering, and although less 
commercially successful, was 
a braver piece of work. The 
lyrics to the title track made 
clear the singer’s intentions: 

“ People say I’m weird, People 
say I’m strange; I don’t follow 
crowds, I make my own 


trends. ” 

Looped over a lolloping groove 
pitched somewhere between 
house, R’n’B and garage, the 
vocal line and arrangement 
root the track in an Electro- 
land inhabited by descendents 
of the Pet Shop Boys and more 
recently, Hot Chip. 

Willfully experimental, the 
Mottingham man’s output is 
so diverse it’s a tricky thing to 
categorise. 

He said: “I’ve got a sound 
that’s hard to define as a genre

- 1 think ‘experimental pop’ is 
about the best description I’ve 
heard.” 

The measure of an artist who 
has that indefinable ‘it’, (‘The 
X-factor’ is a phrase that has 
been hijacked precisely by 
those who don’t have it, 
rendering it useless), is, among 
other things, an insatiable 
ambition, and where many 
unsigned acts would be 
positively snoozing on their 
laurels, feet up, no doubt, on a 
nearby bushel, De’Jon has his 
sights set on shifting hundreds 
of thousands of records - 
online or otherwise. 

“I am frustrated,” he admitted, 
“I want to take it to the next 
level, to break through. 

“I have had interest from the 
major record labels, but they 
can be really fickle - one 
minute they want you, the next 
they don’t.” 

And in the role of producer, the 
prolific artist has worked on 
tracks with other singers. 

“I’ve been writing for other 
people too. I usually listen to 
what I’ve written and if I can’t 
sing it, I’ll get someone in who 
can. A collaboration I worked 
on is playing in Sports World 
shops up and down the country 
- 1 used to work there and they 
put it on their playlist, where it 
has stayed.” 

His latest offering, (The 
Ultimate Remix) was out last 
week, and the all-rounder’s 
musical probings have seen 
him experiment with various 
genres, and yet another album 
-out this summer - is a move 
towards guitar band territory. 
“I’ve been listening to The 
Script, Kings of Leon and 
Coldplay,” De’Jon added. “The 
new album is going to be more 
of an Indie record. I want to 
aim this one at the major 
labels, so I’ve made it more 
commercial sounding. It’s 
going to be called This Is 
De ’Jon Xklusive and will be 
released on my birthday, 
August 25.”

to herald the year milestone, 
there are thousands of 
priceless artefacts from over 
50 years of British music, and 
new features are being added 
all the time. A particular 
triumph is the 1990s room - 
plenty of info on the giant 
timeline projected on the wall 
with informative voiceovers 


and snippets of the great 
music of the time. Stone 
Roses’ bass player Mani’s 
legendary paint splattered 
Rickenbacker takes pride of 
place next to all your other 
favourite Manchester icons’ 
memorabilia, and there is 
plenty for punk fans to enjoy 
too, with a look at the 


cultural and political goings- 
on and their influence on the 
angry young men - and 
women - of the time. The 
‘swinging’ Sixties are also 
extensively documented - the 
aforementioned Hendrix 
attire as well as a Mick 
Jagger jumpsuit and a guitar 
that was smashed up by Pete 
Townshend himself. 

But it’s not all about older 
music, there is a room 
dedicated to noughties output 
as well as a dance studio that 
allows users to take home a 
video on their ‘smart ticket’ - 
a nifty innovation that also 
allows users to swipe extra 
info on their favourite artists 
to read up at home. 

On exiting there is one of the 
highlights of the exhibition, a 
visual and sonic treat akin to 
being at legendary concerts 
through the ages - Led Zep, 
David Bowie and the Beatles 
to name but a few - all 
projected in apparent 3D, 
complete with barriers to give 
the authentic gig experience.

made one of those 
unglamorous but vital 
saves that are all down to 
a firm grasp of 
diminishing angles. 

At the other end, Alex 
McCarthy promptly 
responded with a tit-for- 
tat stop of his own. Left 
exposed as Burton 
cleverly dummied Lloyd 
Sam’s pass, he stood tall 
to frustrate Nicky Bailey 
with an outstretched left 
leg. Of the chances, 
Bailey’s was the more 
clearcut.

Lightweight Addicks struggle

games finally snapped 
on Monday last week 
with the 2-1 defeat at 
Britsol Rovers, writes 
Kevin Nolan. 

Their fall was painful 
but not necessarily fatal 
because adversity 
sometimes brings out 
the best in them. That 
remains to be seen. 

No more than 30 
seconds of this ill-fated 
encounter had elapsed 
when things went 
wrong. The reckless 
tackle with which 
Dominic Blizzard 
chopped down Grant 
Basey deserved a red 
rather than yellow card 
from eccentric referee 
Kettle, sparing the 
unrepentant Blizzard to 
haul down Nicky Bailey 
in the penalty area later 
in the half. Bailey went 
down dramatically but a 


foul’s a foul and Kettle’s 
decision to caution the 
skipper for simulation 
hardly endeared him to 
an already incandescent 
Phil Parkinson. The 
unfortunate Basey, 
meanwhile, had 
departed with a 
suspected broken tibia. 
The various 
controversies don’t, of 
course, disguise the fact 
that Charlton were 
outclassed. A string of 
fine first half saves by 
Rob Elliot and a 
meaningless added time 
strike from Therry 
Racon merely distorted 
the scoreline. 

Starting on the back 
foot, as usual, the 
Addicks fell behind 
when Chris Lines 
flicked on Stuart 
Campbell’s corner for 
Steve Elliott to bury a 
fine volley at the far 
post. Rovers’ lead was 
doubled by Paul 


Heffernan, who 
pounced on Sam Sodje’s 
wayward header, 
outpaced Christian 
Dailly and fired 
confidently past Elliot. 
Sodje Sr. should also 
have conceded a penalty 
for needlessly mowing 
down Lines. 

As Parkinson rings the 
changes, he will be 
troubled by his 
forwards’ inability to 
score. This was their 
fifth successive blank in 
a season during which 
they have contributed 
just 15 goals from open 
play, with Deon Burton 
bagging eight of them. 
According to Mark 
Twain, there are “three 
kinds of lies; lies, 
damned lies and 
statistics”. Well, these 
statistics reveal nothing 
but the truth. And the 
truth is that Charlton 
are chronically 
lightweight up front. 
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
